It has a fmall quinquefid calix, of one leaf, having bifid feg- 
ments ; the flower confifts of five leaves, in form of a rofe, 
having feveral llamina colle£led in form of a tube; the ovary, 
in the bottom of the flower-cup, becomes a globular, flelhy, 
foft fruit; in which is a Angle capfulc, containing three llony 
winged nuts. In the Well Indies, it rifes to be fifteen or fix- 
teen feet high, where it produces great quantities of a pleafant 
tart fruit; propagated in gardens there, but in Europe it is a 
curiofity.
